Records of the Probate Court Wednes- 
day revealed that Public Administrator 
Troll took possession of Guy L. Ste- 
wart’s estate at 12:43 p. m. Tuesday be-

Stewart, who was agricultural agent 


for the Cotton Belt Railroad, was in- 
cinerated in his private car at Kelso, 
Mo., when it was hit from behind by an 
Iron Mountain freight train at 3:40 2. m.

When an effort was made to learn 
how Troll «new of Stewart’s death, Troll 
was not in his office... His chief deputy, 
William F. Bohn, said all information 
must come from Troll. Later when 
Troll returned to his office the question 
was put to him. 

“Mr. Stewart’s attorney notified us of 
his death.” he said. ‘I do not recall 
the attorney’s name. Mr. Bohn knows 
it, but he is not in the office now.” 

Campbell Allison was Stewart’s attor- 
ney. When asked how Troll learned of 
the death, Allison said: “‘I do not know. 
I did not notify him. When I learned 
that he knew of it I went to Troll’s 
office and it was agreed that he take 
charge of the estate.”’ 

His Wife Asks for His Body. 

Mrs. Stewart, in an interview ct her 
home in Washington, D. C., Wednesday 
gave no indication that she knew Ste- 
wart had filed a suit for divorce in St. 
Louis Nov. 3 last. She asked that the 
body be sent to Washington for burial. 
It had been previously announced that 
it would be taken to his parents’ home 
at Gaylord, Mich. 

The principal allegation in Stewart's 
petition was that his wife did not cure 
to come to St. Louis to live. He said he 
had offered to send his private car to 
Washington for her. Papers in the suit 
had been served on the wife. 

The three roads whose trains were ‘n- 
volved in the collision have started a 
rigid investigation to fix responsibility.

Co.”” He declared that the Department 
had ‘‘chloroformed”’ every 
movement made to prosecute the Har- 
vester Trust, ‘‘shown by the fact that 
the Townsend report to the department 
of 1906 has slumbered there ever since.”’ 

Lowe said that last autumn he asked 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt’s advice as to 
what he should do to urge prosecution 
of the Harvester company and Roose- 
velt had said: 

““‘You’d better come to see me later 
about that.”’ 

‘‘Later,”’ said Lowe, “I was astound- 
ed to learn that Mr. Roosevelt had 
placed a clean bill of health on the 
United States Steel Corporation. I also 
received a letter from Mr. Roosevelt 
Stating that he could give me no ad- 
vice on the Harvester company, and 
asking me to ‘drop in any Friday morn- 
ing and I'll explain why.’ ”’ 

Nagel in Conference. 

Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Nagel participated in the discussion. 
W. H. Green of Creighton, Neb., a vet- 
eran dealer in farm machinery, declared 
that the so-called Harvester and Steel 
trusts, the National City Bank of New 
York and the great,transportation sys- 
tems of the country were dominated by 
the same directorates. 

Green urged the committee not to 
give the “Harvester Trust’? an im 
munity bath. He asserted that the com- 
pany had raised prices’ {ror “ “to 2 
per cent. 

Lowe charged that in the formation of, 
the “trust” the smaller manufacturers 
were frozen out. The actual work of 
forining the trust, ne déclared, was di- 
rected by J. Pierpont Morgan through 
George W. Perkins. “Charles R. Flint, he 
added, was the original promoter, who 
turned his affairs over to Morgan & Co. 

‘We propose to show,’ said Lowe, 
“that the United States Steel Co. gives 
rebates to the International Harvester 
Co., and that the Belt Line Railroad in 
Chicago obstructs freight traffic of in- 
dependent companies.” 

Sells Cheaper Abroad, 

He also charged that the ‘“‘trust’’ sold 
goods at home at a profit of 100 per 
cent and sold abroad almost at cost, de- 
manding cash from American farmers 
and giving long-term contracts to for- 
eign trade. 

‘‘We charge that the International 
Harvester Co., through the National 
City Bank,’’ Lowe continued, ‘‘can break 
any independent concern in the United 
States.”’

eE G. LEWIS ASSISTS THEM

When Lawyers Tire, He Takes 
Turn at Reading Matters to 
Go Into the Record. 





HERMANN, Mo., Jan. 17.—The sec- 
ond day of the trial of the suit of BE. G. 
Lewis against the Pulitzer Publishing 
Co. (the Post-Dispatch) for $750,000 dam- 
ages On account of the publication of 


the findings of the postoffice inspectors 


who examined the People’s United 
States Bank in 1905 opened with the 
resumption of documentary evidence in- 
te.ded to show the character and ex- 
tent of the bank’s operations. 

The entire forenoon session was oc- 
cupied with the reading of minutes of 
the board of directors of the People’s 
United States Bank. Lewis assisted in 
the reading. The minutes’ revealed 
propositions received from the Univer- 
sity Heights Realty and Development 
Co. for a loan of $610,000, and of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. for a loan of $40,- 
000. 
On the application of the realty com- 
pany, the board after investigation 
of the value of the company’s holdings, 
accepted. On the receipt subsequently of 
an opinion from Attorneys Barclay and 
Fauntleroy that the proposition was 
mot acceptable until certain formalities 
had been complied with the board direct- 
ed that the loan be temporarily made 
on notes of-the realty company with 
existing mortgages as collateral. 


Other Loans Called In, 
The cashier, according to the minutes, 


had previously been directed to call in 
as many loans as might be necessary 

in order to make the loan to the realty 

company. The application of the Lewis 

Publishing Co. represented that the net 
earnings of the company exceeded 
$350,000 a year, that the company’s as- 
sets exclusive of the Woman’s Maga- 
zine and the Farm Journal was $32,- 
amo and the value of the two pub- 
lications was $2,000,000. 

The loan of $40,000 asked for was to 
be used in paying off other banks and 
a debt of $200,000 to Lewis. 

The Board of Directors, for the con- 
solidation of their mutual interests, or- 
dered the loan made. The minutes of 
May 30, 1905, showed a loan of $66,- 
666.66 to be made to Frank J. Carlisle 
to be secured by stock of the St. Louis 
Star. 

June 5 the order was rescinded because 
the stock had not been deposited, Ob- 
jection of Attorney Green against the 
reading of minutes after June 1, 1905, 
the date of the publication on which the 
suit is filed, was overruled. The min- 
utes of June 5, 1905, after the publica- 
tion, contained the statement of Lewis 
in an advertisement that the deposits 
the day before had been larger than on 
any day for a month past. 

Minutes of the meetings held during 
June, 1905, showed resignations of em- 
ployes of Lewis as directors and the 
election in their stead of St. Louis busi- 
hess men. 

A letter from Secretary of State 
Swanger was read directing that loans 
to the Lewis Publishing Co., the Uni- 
versity Heights Realty and Develop- 
ment Co, and to Lewis himself be elimi- 
nated.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—A third and 
possibly last intervention by the United 
states in Cuba is imminent. President 
Gomez has received a diplomatically 
worded warning, as a result of a po- 
litical condition in Cuba which has been 

brewing for more than a year. 
Secretary of State Knox laid the sit- 

uation before the President. 

before the Cabinet. The result was the 


sending of a warning note to President 
Gomez, which concludes: 

“The Piesident of the United States 
looks to the President and Government 
of Cuba to prevent a threatened sit- 
uation, which would compel the Govern- 
ment of the United States, much against 
its desires, to consider what measures it 
must take in pursuance of the obliga- 
tions of its relations with Cuba.” 

Armed Intervention Meant. 

The obligation to which the note re- 
fers was made plain by the State De- 
partment to mean an armed intervention 
ky this Government. 

At the time of the last intervention 
in 1905, President Roosevelt said the next 
time the United States went into Cuba 
with troops it would go to stay. Since 


who put it 


Ithen, on occasions of reported outbreaks 


in Cuba, President Taft has made it 
plain to the Cuban Government that the 
next time the United States was called 
on to send troops to the island these 
troops would remain and that the Stars 
and Stripes would be the Cuban national 
flag. 

The right of the United States to en 
ter Cuba is granted in the treaty of 
193. It reads: 

“That the Government of Cuba con- 
sents that the United States may exer- 
cise the right to intervene for the pres- 
ervation of Cuban independence, the 
maintenance of a government adequate 
for the protection of life, property and 
individual liberty and for discharging 
the obligations with respect to Cuba, 
imposed by the treaty of Paris of the 
United States, now to be assumed and 
undertaken by the Government of the 
United States.”’ 

Veterans Demand Offices. 

Gen. Nunez and Col. Aranda, after the 
establishment of Cuban independence, 
organized an association of the veterans 
of the revolts with Spain. The trouble 
grows out of the demands, accompanied 
by threats, of the veterans for all the 
civil service offices, regardless of law. 
Their actions are regarded as alarming. 

Major-General Wood has enough 
troops near the Atlantic seaboard and 
the Gulf of Mexico to have 6000 men in 
Cuba in five days, and 10,000 in 10 days. 
There are 19 battleship and sever! 
small vessels at Guantanamo, Cuba. 
From the battleships 1500 marines could 
be landed. Strewn along the Atlantic 
coast are 3100 additional marines who 
could be sent to Cuba in 10 days. 


CUBA IS FEARFUL 
OF INTERVENTION 


Tranquility Prevails, but Disor- 
ders Are Expected in the 


Rural Districts. 


HAVANA, Cuba., Jan. 17.—Absolute 
tranquility reigned in Havana today, in 
spite of the shock of the announceiment 
in the morning papers of a possible im- 
pending intervention by the United 
States in Cuban affairs. 

The meager reports received from the 
interior do not give any indications of 
trouble, but some fears are expressed in 
Havana that disturbances are likely to 
occur in the rural districts, and more 
especially in the provinces of Oriente 
and Pinar del Rio, when the news be- 
comes more generally circulated. 

The newspapers confine themslves to 
the publication of the text of Secretary 
Knox’s note and interviews on the sub- 
ject with various officials. There is no 
editorial comment except in El Dia, 
which expresses the opinion tnat no 
physical imtervention is intended by 
the United States which, however, 
adopted other and efficacious means to 
compel compliance with the laws and 
prevent a breach of the peace, 
Commenting on Secretary Knox's note. 
Gen. Freyre Andrade, formerly Secre- 
tary of the Interior, said: 

“It is a sad blow to all good Cubans, 
butewe must hope it will sound a note 
of warning. All must join in a patriotic 
effort to do their utmost to save the 
country.” 

So sudden was the action taken by 
the State Department at Washington 
that Gen. Manuel Sanguilly, Secretary 
of State, last night, absolutely refused 
to believe that intervention was threat- 
ened until some hours after Secretary 
Knox’s note had been presented to Pres- 
ident Gomez. He later admitted that 
the note had been received, but declined 
to make any comment on it.

STORAGE HOUSE IN 


NEW YORK BURNS, 
LOSS $1,200, 000 


Total of $10,000,000 Worth of 
Merchandise Menaced by New 
York Blaze. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—The seven-story 
warehouse of the Terminal Storage Co, 
occupying a city block, near the North 
River front between Twenty-seventh 
and Twenty-eighth streets and contain- 
ing merchandise valued at more than 
$10,000,000, was swept by fire early today. 
The fire was discovered a few minutes 
after midnight. It was not under con- 
trol until 6:45 o’clock, When the ioss was 
estimated at $1,250,000. 

Five alarms, sounded in quick succes- 
sion, summoned to the scene prictically 
every available piece of fire figl ting ap- 
paratus in Manhattan, and this was re- 
inforced by fire boats. 

The Terminal Storage Co.’s warehouse 
was of brick and concrete and was re- 
garded as one of the most modern build- 
ings in that part of the city. It was 
the largest structure of its kind in 
New York. While the building itself 
was fireproof and _ protected by fire 
walls, sprinklers and all other modern 
fire prevention apparatus, its contents, 
consisting mostly of goods awaiting de- 
livery to the big New York department 
stores, was of the most inflammable 
nature. 

The building was divided into four 
sections by fire walls two feet thick. 
One of the sections was controlled by 
John Wanamaker and contained tiner- 
chandise consigned to. him. Another 
section was rented by Gimbel Bros.. 
while the two remaining sections las as 
tenants nearly fifty smalier firms. 

The fire started in the Wanamaker 
compartment and worked its way 
through the fire wall to the Gimbel sec- 
tion. Both these sections were destroyed

SNEAD IS INDICTED 
OR KILLING FATHER 
OF WIFE'S AFFINITY 


Banker Is Denied Bail and It Is 
Expected Trial Wiil Be Held 
in Two Weeks. 








GRAND JURY HEARS WIFE 





She Is Said to Have Testified 
Boyce Jr. Gave Her Love 
That Husband Denied. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan. 17.—J. B. 
Snead, the millionaire Amarillo banker, 
was indicted at noon today, the grand 
jury charging him with the murder of 
A. G. Boyce Sr., a wealthy cattleman, 
whose son eloped with Mrs. Snead re- 
cently. 

The case was transferred to Judge 
Swayne’s court to permit a speedy trial. 
Attorneys say the trial will start in 
two weeks. Bail was denied. 

The killing of Boyce occurred Satur- 
day night in the Metropolitan Hotel 
lobby. | 

After reports had been spread that 
Mrs. Snead had disappeared, she testi- 
fied yesterday before the grand jury. 

Clad in a neat-fitting blue suit and 

heavily veiled, she was examined for 
an hour and told in detail the story of 
her elopement with A. G. Boyce Jr., in 
November. 
Mrs. Snead said her husband put her 
in a sanitarium here against her will, 
it is reported, and that she felt he had 
neglected her. Young Boyce met her 
here Nov. 9, and that they went first 
to St. Louis. They were arrested in 
Winnipeg. She admitted she loved 
Boyce still, it is said, but regretted 
she was compelled to be unfaithful to 
her husband. She came back after 
his earnest pleadings because of pity, 
she is said to have testified. 

She declared her husband made no 
threats against any of the Boyces be- 
fore her, although he had expressed 
himself bitterly against them. 

Mrs. Snead also is reported to have 
told of the former friendliness of the 
families and how young Boyce gave 
her love which was denied her. She 
knew of no reason why her husband 
should kill the elder Boyce. 

Mrs. Snead had been kept at Arling- 
ton Heights Sanitarium ever since the 
killing Saturday and the Sneads gave 
it out she had been taken from the 
city. Armed guards patrolled the sani- 
tarium grounds. 

When Deputy Sheriff Music yesterday 
went to the sanitarium he was informed 
she was not there. He insisted on an 
investigation, and only threats of ar- 
resting the sanitarium authorities in- 
duced them te bring her from her room, 

The Deputy took her to the court- 
house in an automobile, and as soon 
as she arrived she took the stand. She 
was returned to the sanitarium.

TALK LONG WITH COUNSEL 





Statement Is Made They Thought 
They Signed Only Admission 
of Intimacy. 


That the defense will attack the valid- 
ity of the murder confessions made at 
Hillsboro by Mrs. Annie Hunning and 
Joseph Seidel, her admirer, became ap- 
parent Wednesday from the attitude of 
their attorneys, R. A. Frazier and J. 
H. Reppy. These confessions, reduced 
to writing and signed by the pair, are 
to the fact that Seidel killed the wom- 
an’s husband upon her promise to marry 
him and give him $1150 and some mis- 
cellaneous personal property. 

Frazier spent Tuesday and Wednes. 
day morning at Hillsboro in conference 
with the _ pair. It was announced 
Wednesday that they would repudiates 
the statements, saying the two thought 
they were merely signing documents 
Which told of their undue intimacy be- 
fore the murder. 

From this it is believed that the de- 
fense will resist the efforts of Prose- 
cutor Miller to get the confessions be- 
fore the jury when the murder trial 
comes up, March 2. It will be urged 
that the prisoners had been worn to 
exhaustion by long and merciless ques- 
tioning until they did not realize what 
they wére doing; that they were willing 
to sign anything to end the ordeal. 

Frazier and Reppy are reluctant about 
discussing the case. They say they do 
not want to talk about it too much for 
publication, insisting that this would be 
equivalent to trying it in the news- 
papers. 

Prosecutor Thinks Statements Valid. 

Miller, on the other hand, is confi- 
dent that the statements will be admis- 
sible aS eVidence in the trial. He says 
the statements were obtained not -be- 
cause the man and woman were: @x- 
hausted, but because each believed the 
other had told everything and each 
wanted to save himself as much as pos- 
sible. 

He said that Seidel was perfectly cool 
and deliberate when he began his nar- 
rative. 

To substantiate this he points to a 
letter which he says was written by 
Seidel to Mrs. Hunning after the con- 
fessions. This letter was intercepted 
and is in Miller’s hands, the prosecu- 
tor avers. 

It says: 

“Say, I thought vou would not give 
me away. I found out last night you 
said I done it. You signed your name 
to it. So I had to tell the truth about 
it. So now we are up against it right. 
What made you show them notes I sent 
you? They showed them to me. It is 
no use to get mad about it now; the 
jig is up. They know it all that we 
done—that. 

‘You know what you promised me and 
you can’t go back on me as long as I 
live. We would be all right if you 
would not give me away. I told you 
all the time you would give me away. 
You said you would not. All for this 
time, .annie. I don’t know if we,should 
stand trial or not. I don’t know. I 
wish our people would come here soon. 
Burn this up.”

O, so fine, as ‘‘Our China Boy Report- 
er’’ would say, to make a speech before 
a women’s club and smilingly await for 
the applause when the speaking is done.

“How are labels placed on bread? 
Are they licked?’’ 
“Why aren't wrappings put on the 
loaves?” 
“Why is not the weight of 
plainly stamped on it?’’ 
“What makes you think it’s as gooa 
as home baked bread?’’ 
‘‘What chemicals. do bakers use?’ 
‘“‘Do they put lard into their bread? 
*“You say 10-cent loaves are wrapped, 
why arent five-cent ones?’

FROZEN FIREPLUGS. 

The loss caused by the burning of a building 

with costly contents was greatly increased be- 
cause all the fireplugs in the neighborhood were 
frozen. How many other fireplugs adjacent to 
vatuable property would be found in a similar 
‘useless condition? Some of the precautions usu- 
ally taken in the fall against the freezing of 
hydrants are said to have been omitted this sea- 
son. 
‘Little doubt exists as to the impression made 
‘or the public by the firemen’s exasperating expe- 
rience, coming after municipal policy has been 
strikingly exemplified in the Havlin Theater, in 
the lack of provision for the city’s suffering indi- 
gent during severe weather, in the restricted 
water supply and threatened water famine, in 
other recent matters. 

Rapid extension is being made in the record 
that convicts the municipal administration of 
general shiftiessness.

If St. Louis has on two or three recent occasions 
displayed a tendency to cold feet, the blame at- 
taches to the United Railways. An occasional cold 
foot would no more affect the gameness of a 
populous community than one swallow would 
make a spring, but several hundred thousand 
pairs of cold feet are another matter. 

If, as someone has remarked, the delegation 
which went on for the Democratic national con- 
vention never got its feet comfortable the-entire 
time it was away, they must have been pretty 
cold when it started, and that probably fairly re- 
flects the state of affairs.

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SOMETHING TO BE PROUD OF. 

The fact that 4000 persons applied to it for re- 
lief amply justifies the establishment of the Citi- 
zens’ Emergency Relief Association as a perman- 
ent St. Louis institution. The community owes 
a hearty vote of thanks to Ben Altheimer, who 
originated the plan, and to David May, to the Boy 
Scouts and many other individuals and organiza- 
tions who aided the movement earnestly and un- 
selfishly. 

The value of such work is inestimable. It is 
true charity of the highest type. Therefore it is 
not surprising that in Chicago, Boston and even 
New York, Mr. Altheimer’s suggestion has been 
welcomed and that similar organizations are to be 
established for the purpose of providing relief 
in emergency. 

It is planned in St. Louls to designate some 
day between Thanksgiving and Christmas for the 
collecting of clothing, food and other necessaries 
of life, which will be stored ready for. winter 
emergencies, and the association will also act in 
case of fire, flood, hurricane or disaster of any 
kind, demanding prompt relief measures. 

The Emergency Relief Association should fill 
a need in St. Louis, by robbing winter of a large

Law on Street Car Heating.

Section 1864 of the Revised Code of Genera] 

Ordinances of St. Louis provides in part as fo)- 
lows: “Tenth—All cars shall be comfortably 
heated when the temperature without is below 
40 degrees Fahrenheit.” 
Section 1868 provides in substance as follows: 
“Every corporation or person which may do any 
act in violation of any of the provisions of Sec- 
tion 1864, etc., and every president, superinten- 
dent, manager and other officer of a corporation 
or association who shall do any act in violation 
of said section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than $5 nor more than $500 for each offense, 
and each day on which a violation may be per- 
mitted to exist shall constitute a separate of- 
fense.”

They met a man who had 
been the subject of attention in the lat- 
est issue. Merritt was walking a few 
steps in advance. 

“Hal” said the man, “you are the fel- 
low that wrote that thing about me. 
Merritt took the thrashing. The Scru- 
tininer suspended. 

German __—irevolutionists coming _ to 
Belleville wanted their children to learn 
the language of the new country. They 
formed a little class at the Lutheran 
Church. Charles P. Johnson taught it 
at $10 a month. In 1852 there was an 
exciting contest for Congress in the 
Belleville district. Philip B. Fouke, an 
uncle of Charles P. Johnson, and Wil- 
liam H. Bissell, the Mexican War hero, 
were the candidates. At Sparta, in the 
district, was a small newspaper plant 
owned by John R. Shannon. Young 
Johnson was sent down to Sparta to get 
out the paper. Shannon did the editorial 
work, but was ready to stop when the 
campaign closed. Johnson obtained 
the use of the plant and at 17 was pub- 
lishing the Independent Spartan with 
this inspiring declaration of policy: 
‘Justice to All—the Motto of an Inde- 
pendent.” One of the chief contribu- 
tors wrote “Scribulations From a 


District School Teacher,’’ and signed 
them Bill Bark, which wasn't a bad pen 
name for William Hyde. Years after- 
ward when the Missouri Republican, 
under Hyde’s editorial management, 
made caustic reference to Charles P. 
Johnson's Free Soll principles, a warn: 
ing was sent that the file of the Inde- 
pendent Spartan was in existence and 
that some of the Bill Bark poetry 
might find its way into the St. Louis 
papers. It was effective. 


HE Spartan lasted a year. In the 
summer of 1855 the late Judge 
William C. Jones of the firm of 
Sioss & Jones in St. Louis, told 

Charles P. Johnson he might come over

This was his real start on a profes- 
sional career. Two years later a politi- 
cal combination forced temporary politi- 
cal retirement. The young lawyer 
voiced his disgust to Frank P. Blair. 

‘Charley, don’t waste any time in pay- 
ing debts of ingratitude. If you do 
you won’t accomplish anything else.’’ 

“There was wisdom in it,’’ said Gov. 
Johnson, “After that I never did 
waste time in trying to revenge my- 
self upon any man who did me harm. 
I went on the theory that time would 
make things even. From my experi- 
ence I can recommend to all young 
men that advice of Frank Blair.’ 

OLITICAL honors came later to 

Gov. Johnson, but looking back 
upon them, he said: 

“A lawyer should never be a 
candidate for an office or accept an of- 
fice, unless it is in the line of his pro- 
fession. That is the only excuse for a 
lawyer going into politics. And if he has 
got a good practice, or is a successful 
advocate, he is foolish to go on the 
bench. A man must be a lawyer and 
nothing else, if he hopes for that de- 
sree of success, which it is reasonable 
to presume constitutes the ambition of 
every one who enters the practice. Ot! 
will not mix with water, nor does the 
law mix with business. Countless 
wrecks strew the way toward success in 
the legal world that have been caused 
by this mistake in trying to be an attor- 
ney and something else at the same 
time.’’ 

“To be a good lawyer is a higher hon- 
or than to occupy any public office,” 
he continued; ‘‘but it is right to take an 
interest in public affairs.”’ 

Gov. Johnson has no regret for the 
time he took from the practice of his 
profession to go to the Legislature and 
Craft the laws which killed the Missouri 
State Lottery and made gambling a fel- 
ony. The months he devoted to the en- 
forcement of these statutes ‘‘to break up 
a ring that had possession of the city,” 
were not lost, as he estimates the obll- 
gations of his profession. 

“The first great essential to suc- 
cess is study, and persevering 
study,’’ Gov. Johnson concluded; 
‘not hurried industry, but perstst- 
ent rational industry, such as pur- 
sues the lines of investigation in a 
manner to fully absorb and assim- 
ilate the knowledge sought and 
give it permanent lodgement. When 
I say success as a lawyer, I do not 
mean success in the accumulation 
of a competence, or even more 
financially, but in the reaching of 
that association with a practice of 
the law when one realizes in full 
the sacred responsibilities thereof, 
and the possibility of the accom- 
plishment of great good in serving 
justice to all men when the oppor- 


tunity is offered.”’

Charges made by the Carpenters’

RALPH PULITZER IS

Eldest Son of Joseph Pulitzer 
Takes Place as Trustee of 


Estate and Newspapers. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—By the action of 
Surrogate Fowler in granting to him 
letters testamentary yesterday Ralph 
Pulitzer, eldest son of the late Joseph 
Pulitzer, becomes an executor for life 


of the estate left by his father. Also 
he takes his place as a trustee of the 
Pulitzer newspaper properties, which in- 
clude the New York World and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. In addition to 
this one the will created several other 
trusts of which Ralph Pulitzer now qual- 
ifies as trustee. 

This step ends the confusion that fol- 
lcwed the publication of the will because 
of the omission of Ralph Pulitzer’s 
name as an executor. This omission was 
explained at that time by William B. 
Hornblower, personal counsel for Joseph 
Pulitzer, and the lawyer who drew the 
instrument, as due to the oversight of 
one of his clerical force. 

The retirement of Justice Putnam as 
executor and trustee opened the way 
to the election of Ralph Pulitzer to 
these positions, in accordance with the 
desire of his father as expressed to 
Hornblower. In addition to the posi- 
tions he fills under the will, Mr. Pul- 
itzer is president of the Press Publish- 
ing Co., which publishes the World. 
Besides Ralph Pulitzer the executors 
ef the estate are George L. Rives, who 
also has a life term; Frederick N, Jud- 
son of St. Louis, to serve until the 
thirtieth birthday of Joseph Pulitzer 
Jr., who is now 2%, and J. Angus Shaw, 
to serve until the majority of Herbert 
Pulitzer, now 15, Ralph Pulitzer having 
been named by his father as one of the 
guardians of Herbert.

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—By the action of 
Surrogate Fowler in granting to him 
letters testamentary yesterday Ralph 
Pulitzer, eldest son of the late Joseph 
Pulitzer, becomes an executor for life 


of the estate left by his father. Also 
he takes his place as a trustee of the 
Pulitzer newspaper properties, which in- 
clude the New York World and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. In addition to 
this one the will created several other 
trusts of which Ralph Pulitzer now qual- 
ifies as trustee. 

This step ends the confusion that fol- 
lcwed the publication of the will because 
of the omission of Ralph Pulitzer’s 
name as an executor. This omission was 
explained at that time by William B. 
Hornblower, personal counsel for Joseph 
Pulitzer, and the lawyer who drew the 
instrument, as due to the oversight of 
one of his clerical force. 

The retirement of Justice Putnam as 
executor and trustee opened the way 
to the election of Ralph Pulitzer to 
these positions, in accordance with the 
desire of his father as expressed to 
Hornblower. In addition to the posi- 
tions he fills under the will, Mr. Pul- 
itzer is president of the Press Publish- 
ing Co., which publishes the World. 
Besides Ralph Pulitzer the executors 
ef the estate are George L. Rives, who 
also has a life term; Frederick N, Jud- 
son of St. Louis, to serve until the 
thirtieth birthday of Joseph Pulitzer 
Jr., who is now 2%, and J. Angus Shaw, 
to serve until the majority of Herbert 
Pulitzer, now 15, Ralph Pulitzer having 
been named by his father as one of the 
guardians of Herbert. 

The Union Trust Co. of New York 
is an executor also. The executors, 
with the exception of the last named 
form the board of trustees of the news- 
papers.
